REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor does any combination thereof fairly suggest the . the upper 
ends of the side parts are held by the cross struts, at a minimum spacing defined by the 
cross struts, wherein in a mutually connected condition the free ends of the cross struts 
engage with one another in a connection region and are held together in substantially 
rigid manner by a clamp reaching over the connection region, and in that in an folded 
condition the cross struts fold substantially parallel to one another and substantially 
parallel to the bottom plane so that similar racks can be stacked on top of one another 
with side parts parallel with one another.
